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In the springs of past years the 
floods in the river bottoms 
of the 
streams of the middlewest have risen 
slowly and the loss of property and 
life has been small as compared to 
the flood of last week. 
The present 
flood is more in the nature of a sud­ 
den calamity, an unannounced and 
unprepared for devastating 
deluge. 
The loss of life has been appalling. 
So closely are families all over the 
country connected that 
there can 
scarcely be a city in any state which 
does not number 
many 
who must 
mourn relatives lost in one or more 
of the storms or floods. 
The near­ 
ness of it all and our personal in­ 
terest in the victims and place are 
apt to give us a wrong perspective, 
and cause us to forget that only last 
year 40,000 were drowned by floods 
in China, and that great 
disasters 
have caused larger loss of life 
in 
other countries 
at 
various 
times 
without making much impression up­ 
on us. 
We have need to remember 
these things in times of 
personal 
trial. 
The nature of the floods in In­ 
dianapolis, 
Terre 
Haute, 
Dayton, 
Hamilton and 
other places where 
there has has been such loss of life 
is quite different from the overflow7 
floods of our large rivers in times of 
continued rains. 
They were caused 
by the sudden rise of water in com­ 
paratively small streams from tor­ 
rential rains. 
Cities along such streams, especi- 
ly if built on low ground, are con­ 
stantly in danger from such an ov­ 
erwhelming 
whenever 
the 
proper 
conditions 
occur. 
No 
general 
scheme of river 
improvement 
and 
flood cmitrol for our large 
rivers, 
such as the convention soon to be 
held in St. Louis will consider, would 
have much effect in averting calami­ 
ties of this character. 
They are a 
penalty we pay for 
buildin 
cities on low’ ground. 
We are reminded that once upon 
a time not many years back it was 
proposed that Flatrock be straight­ 
ened and dregged. 
This 
proposal 
met with derision in manv quarters. 
Yet that improvement 
could 
have 
been made at a cost which 
woul« 
have been a small figure compare« 
to the present loss in Rush county. 
Yet, while river improvement can 
not do much to avert such 
sudden 
overflowing of their banks by sinal 
streams, every facility for the quick 
pasage of w’ater from the interior 
to the sea must have some effect in 
that 
direction. 
Certainly 
these 
floods and their terrible toll of life 
and property will stimulate senti­ 
ment for national river improvement 
and flood control, and the conven­ 
tion about to meet 
in 
St. 
Louis 
seems to have hit upon the nsyeholo- 
gical moment to get a hearing from 
the r*eor»le and their representatives 
in Washington.

who had the heart rending experi- 
ence of feeling his wife die in bis 
arms when a refuge was only a few 
feet away, comes the lucid story of 
the rescue of himself and his child- 
ren as their house, with them on 
the roof, floated down the river and 
struck the railroad bridge. Mr. Dil- 
lon and family moved from her* to 
Piqua a few years ago. The letter 
was received by his aunt, Mrs. Sel- 
man Webb, 926 West Third street. 


"For four days, beginning Easter 


Sunday," he says, "the rain fell in- 
cessantly. Monday there was tf 
cloudburst. No one seemed to think 
there would be any danger and very' 
few left their homes. I was up in 
town that awful Monday night to 
see the river which was on such a 
terrible rampage. I came home and 
told Abbie (his wife) about it and 
she thought we had better get our ' 
chickens in the honse. We did, and 
just as we were carrying the last 
ones in, the levee broke about four 
squares north of us and here, came 
the water rushing down the street. 


"It was impossible then to get 


away. 
Everybody took what they 


could with them upstairs. In three 
hours the water was eighteen feet 
around our honse and steadily ris- 
ing. It was impossible for men to 
describe the terrible 
suspense of 


that awful night. I would have 
gone crazy had I been a wicked 
man. 
I trusted to Him and did all 


in my power to comfort Abbie and 
the children. Many times that night 
we knelt and asked God to help save 
us. Abbie was awful brave. 


"All about us we could hear men 


and women crying piteonsly for help. 
We could see bouses leaving their 
foundations and going 
down 
the 


current which went by our house. 


"All night long we watched the 


water, hoping and praying it would 
recede. ' At last morning came,' but -. 
with no help. About nine o'clock. 
Tuesday morning the water entered 
our upstairs rooms. I stood upom a 
chiffonier, and with the stand of V 
shoe last, made a hole and pushed 
the family up into the attic. I then 
made a hole through the roof. 


"About eleven o'clock, the water 


being twenty-two 
feet 
deep all 


around us, our honse was lifted from 
its foundation and down into that 
terrible current it went. We were 
all huddled into a little group. Abbie 
was sitting in front of me, Merle on 
the right of me and the rest of" 
the children to the left. I gave op 
all hope and then told Abbie we 
would all be together in a better 
world. Only those'who have been 
in my situation can know what feel- 
ings I had. 
. 


' "I can' hear Abbie and those little 
children' praying and begging for 
help, and I could not help them, and 
above that 
to hear the honse 


twisting, and breaking apart. I 
closed 
my 
eyes 
when crash 


went our honse against something 
and stopped. We were all pinioned 
so tight we could not move. All of 
us except Abbie and Dwight began 
to cry for help. 


"It was the railroad bridge and 


we were wedged between it and a 
new cement abutment that" was 
erected this summer. Six or eight 
men immediately began to dig into 
the wreckage with saws and crow-

In the springs of past years the 
oods in the river bottoms of the 
treams of the middlewest have risen 
lowly and the loss of property and 
ife has been small as compared to 
lie flood of last week. The present 
lood is more in the nature of a sud- 
len calamity, an unannounced and 
unprepared for devastating deluge, 
'he loss of life has been appalling. 
>o .closely are families all over the 
ountry connected that 
there can 


carcely be a city in any state which 
toes not number many who must 
mourn relatives lost in one or more 
jf the storms or floods. The near- 
ness of it all and our personal in- 
erest in the victims and place are 
apt to give us a wrong perspective, 
,nd cause us to forget that only last 
year 40,000 were drowned by floods 
n China, and. that great disasters 
ave caused larger loss of life in 
ither countries at various times 
without making much impression up- 
on us. We have need to remember 
;hese things in times of 
personal 


rial. 


The nature of the floods in In- 


dianapolis, Terre Haute, Dayton, 
Hamilton and other places where 
;here has has been such loss of life 
s quite different from the overflow 
loods of our large rivers in times of 
continued rains. 
They were caused 


>y the sudden rise of water in com- 
mratively small streams from tor- 
rential rains. 


Cities along such streams, especi- 


y if built on low ground, are con- 
stantly in danger from such an ov- 
>rwhelming whenever the 
proper 


conditions 
occur. No 
general 


scheme of river improvement and 
Hood control for our large 
rivers, 


such as the convention soon to be 
ield in St. Louis will consider, would 
have much effect in averting calami- 
ties of this character. 
They are a 


penalty we pay for 
building our 


cities on low ground. 


We are reminded that once upon 


a time not many years back it was 
proposed that Flatrock be straight- 
ened and dregged. This proposal 
met with derision in manv quarters. 
Yet that improvement could have 
been made at a cost which 
would 


have been a small figure compared 
to the present loss in Rush county. 


Yet, while river improvement can 


not do much to avert such sudden 
overflowing of their banks by small 
streams, every facility for the quick 
pasage of water from the interior 
to the sea must have some effect in 
that 
direction. 
Certainly 
these 


floods and their terrible toll of life 
and property will stimulate senti- 
ment for national river improvement 
and flood control, and the conven- 
tion about to meet in St. Louis 
seems to have hit upon the nsycholo- 
gical moment to get a hearing from 
the Tieonle and their representatives 
in Washington.
